It is generally averted by re- 
maining warm in bed, in a cool, well-ven- 
tilated room eating nothing, but drinking 
plentifully of some hot tea, all day; some 
little may be eaten in the afternoon by 
child. But as long as a person wakes with 
thirst in tbe morning, there is an absence of 
health— there is fever. 

2. If, when not habitual tihim, one is 
wxkad Lp early in tbe morning with an in- 
clination to stool, especially if there is a 
fe«d,2£ cr daUlttw afte/wards, it is the pre-

ful moment a* a time, it is certainly sick 
and not slightly so. Bend at once for i 
physieian, for you can't fell where or in 
what form the malady will break out; and 
in children especially yon can never tell 
where any paitigular ailment will end. 

4 \, hen there is little or no apretite for 
breakfast, the contrary having been the 
case, tbe child is sick, and should be put to 
bed, drinking nothing but warm teas, eat- 
ing not an atom until noon, then act ac 
cording to developments. 

6. If a child manifests a moat mSMSj 
heartiness for supper, for several nights 
succession, it will certainly be sick within 
a week, unless controlled. 

0. If there Is an instantaneous sensati 
of sicknesi at stomach during a meal, eat no 
a particle more; if just after a meal, go ou 
of doors, and keep cut in active exercise for 
several hours, and omit the next meal, for 
all these things indicate an excess of blood 
or bile, and exercise should be taken to 
work it off, and abstinence, to cut off an ad 
ditional supply, until the healthful e^ii 
libriura is restored. 

7. A kind of glimmer before tho eye 
making reading or sewing nn effort, how 
ever well you may feel, will certainly be 
followed by headache or other discomfort, 
for there is too much b'ocd, or it it im 
pure; exercise it off in the open air, 
omit a meal or two. 

e If you are not called to stool at the ac 
customed hour (except when traveling, 
then let things take care of themselves— do 
nothing), eat not an atom until It is don 
fov loss of appetite, or nausea, or loot 
bowels, or biliousness, is certainly impend 
ing. Exercise freely out of doors, an 
drink cold water or hot teas to tbe fulles 
desired extent 

9. If there is a most unnatural indtsposi 
tion to exertion, you need rest. qu ; et and 
abstinence; exercise in weariness never 
does any good, always barm. But if cause- 
lessly despondent, or there is a general 
feeling of diseomfort, the blood is bad; 
warm tbe feet, unload the bowels, eat noth- 
ing for twelve hours, and be out of doors 
all day. 

10 If without any known cause, or 
special pain, you are exceedingly restless, 
canoot sleep, or if you do, it is dreamy, dis- 
turbed or distressing, you have eaten too 
much, or are on the verge of some illness 
Take nothing next day but hot drinks and 
toasted bread and plenty of out-door exer- 
cise. In all these cases a thorough wssh- 
ing with soap and hot water, and vigorous 
bodily friction, greatly expediate restora- 
i ion.-- ' Hall s Journal.
